Arms Question 


U. S. military supplies to Israel are becoming increasingly the 
focus of Arab concern. Speculation began in the Beirut press 
Tuesday, expanded to other Arab media (Jidda, Khartoum, etc. ) 
yesterday, and today Arab media have U. S. press reports of 
shipments leaving a base in Virginia and of U. S. officials con- 
sidering an acceleration of arms shipments. We would like to 
submit for the Department's consideration an analysis of anticipated 
public and media reaction to various public statements the U. S. 
Government might make, 

As we see it, the U. S. is facing two contingencies: I. agreeing 

to a speedup of arms deliveries or a new arms package for Israel, 
or Ii, simply continuing previously-committed arms shipments to 
Israel. For each of these two contingencies, there are several 
options on the handling of public statements about them. Here are 
the options and what we believe, based on past experience and cur- 
rent indications, that the Arab and Israeli public reactions would 
be: 


‘ 


CONTINGENCY I: 


If the U. S. in fact does decide to make up some of the current 
Israeli losses, by new sales or a speedup of deliveries, these 
are the ways the story could be handled, and the probable outcomes: 


1. No comment, citing past, practice of not commenting 
on military supplies to the Mideast. The most prob- 
able result will be that 


--The American media will obtain details from their 
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contacts in Washington, and publish them. These 
stories will be picked up by wire services and make 
frontpages throughout the Mideast. Most Arab media 
will accept the stories as true, even though they have 

not been officially endorsed, because (a) often such 
stories have turned out to be true in the past, (b) the 
story confirms Arab fears and Israeli hopes, (c) many 
Arabs assume that a story in the media about the govern- 
ment which is not denied must be true, as would be the 
case in their country.” 


--The Israeli editorial reaction will be favorable and 
Arab unfavorable, but the intensity of this will depend 
largely on the military situation at the time. Radical 
Arab media will in any case condemn the U. S. for 
"saving' Israel or ''encouraging aggression! and call 

for acts against U. S. interests in the Mideast; moderate 
Arab media may not comment at all and may downplay the 
story if the Arabs are doing well on the battlefield 

but if they are not, even moderate Arab comment will 
blame the U. S. for ''preventing Arab victory". 


An official USG announcement of the new sale, citing only 
a need to ''maintain the arms balance’, The reaction will 
be basically the same as the above, 


An official USG announcement of the new sale, with an 
explanation along these lines: 


The USG had called for restraint but that the Russians 

had poured arms into Syria and Egypt during the fighting, 
fueling the fire. The U. S. had not acted at all at first, 
but finally made a reluctant decision when it appeared that 
Israel was at a disadvantage because of the new RuSsian 
arms. The reaction would probably be: 


--Israeli media would mildly criticize U. S. hesitation, 
but at the same time appreciate the help in time of need. 


--Arab radical media would ignore the U. S. explanation 
and simply announce the U. S. decision, attacking it 
strongly in editorials as "saving'' Israel or encouraging 


Israeli aggression", and calling for some kind of action 
against U. S. interests, depending on the stage of the war 
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at that moment. Moderate Arab media would carry 

F | the U. S. explanation including details of the Soviet 
move, and editorial reaction would be somewhat milder 
than under alternatives 1 or 2. 


CONTINGENCY II: 


If the U. S. decides merely to continue old commitments to Israel 
(as the Norfolk story indicates is happening), not accelerating these 
shipments or agreeing to new sales, this could be handled in several 
ways: 


1. Nocomment. The result would probably be the same 
as in #1, above, since details will get into the wire services 
and without specific statements to the contrary, Arab and 
Israeli audiences will come to their own conclusions. 
Many Arabs will assume this is a big new arms deal. 
‘However, if the stories become widely current, Israel 
may knock down the assumption that new commitments 
were made, which would probably convince the Israeli 
media and public but not the Arab. 


2. Denial of stories that new commitments were made. If 
made while Israel is in trouble militarily, this would evoke 
criticism in the Israeli press, and might encourage Arab 
commentators to call for the destruction of,Israel rather 
than limited goals in the war. If made after Israel re- 
covered ground lost since Saturday, the story would be 
played up by Israeli media as proof that Israel had done it 
alone. Arab media, on the other hand, would be gplit: 
radical media would probably ignore the denial and carry 
the story as fact, 'proving'' the U. S. saved Israel, while 
moderate media would carry the denial and not comment. 


RECOMMENDATION: 


Contingency I (new sales or acceleration of shipments): use 
option 3, giving a detailed explanation 
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Contingency II (continuation of old commitments) use option 2, 


denying new sales agreements or acceleration of deliveries.

Mr. Sher began by saying that he thought it was proper to tell 
Dr. Tarr in a very general way what the impact of the present 
war was on the Israeli economy and on Israel's needs for 
assistance in the future.

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before any approximations could be made. Sher noted that Israel 
was mobilizing its own resources; a new system of compulsory 
defense loans had been established for both individuals and 
corporations in addition to already high taxes and Sher person- 
ally expected additional indirect taxation. Sher stated that 
frankly he didn't know what to ask for. The first and over- 
riding objective of the GOI was to win the war. Everything we 
were discussing was secondary. Sher said that he did not know 
if the situation had ever been as grave as it presently is in 
Israel.
